Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney telephoned to discuss the the prior art of 
Govindarajan and Howells. The examiner indicated that the teachings of Govindarajan and Howells were cited to show 
that methods of screening for senistivity to chemotherapeutic drugs involving determining the genotype of a 
preselected gene from peripheral blood samples was less invasive, less painful, and therefore more preferable for 
analysis. Applicant's attorney indicated that the cited references did not render the claims obvious as they did not 
teach genotype analysis of TS in perpheral blood. The examiner disagreed and stated that the cited references 
exemplified that such genotype analysis was routine and obvious in the prior art at the time the invention was made. 
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
